b) a primary hyperparathyroidism caused by PTH. 

19. (New) The therapeutic agent according to claim 1 0, wherein the disease 
caused by PTH or PTHrP-cytokine cascade is chosen from septicemia, cachexia, 
inflammation, hemopathy, calcium metabolism abnormality, and autoimmune disease. 

20. (New) The agent according to claim 14, wherein the substance that binds 
to a ligand of PTH receptor or PTHrP receptor to inhibit binding between the ligand and 
the receptor is chosen from an antl-PTHrP antibody and anti-PTH antibody.
